LEGALIZING COUNTY ELECTIONS, ETC.
H. P, 875.

AN ACT to legalize and validate certain county elections on the guestion of erecting a
court house, borrowing money and issuing bonds therefor, and levying taxes to pay
said bonds, and authorizing counties to issue bonds voted for at suc elections, and to
levy sufficient taxes to pay the same.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

SeEctioN 1. Legalized and validated. That all elections heretofore
held in any county in this state, at which the question of erecting a
court house, borrowing money to pay the cost of the same, issuing
bonds to evidence such loan, and levying a special tax to pay the
principal and interest of said bonds, have been combined in one
proposition, and submitted to a vote of the legal voters of the county
as a single public measure, are hereby legalized and validated. And
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when at any such -election a majority of the electors of a county,
voting on the proposition submitted, have voted in favor of the same, the
county board of such county shall have the power and authority to erect
such court house, borrow money to pay the cost of the same to the amount
mentioned in the proposition voted upon, to issue the negotiable bonds of
the county to evidence such loan, and to levy, annually, on all the taxable

roperty in the couunty, & special tax, sufficient to meet the principal and
interest of said bonds when and as the same mature, in the same manner
and to the same effect as if the several questions combined in the single
public measure voted upon had been submiited separately, and a majority
of the electors voting on each separate quesfion, had voled in favor thereof;
provided, however, that the amount of the special tax which county boards
of supervisors are hereby authorized to levy to meet the principal and
interest of court house bonds shall not in any one year exceed the amount
of special tax specified in the public measure voted upon by more than one
mill on the dollar.

SEc. 2. Pending litigation. Nothing in this act shall be construed to
in any manner affect any pending litigation.

Sec. 3. Ineffect. This act, being deemed of immediate importance,
shall take effect and be in force from and after its publication in the Iowa
State Register and the Des Moines Leader, newspapers published at Des
Moines, Iowa, as provided by law, which publication shall be without
expense to the state.
